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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 23-32 and 34 are allowed. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Christophe Lair on March 26, 2007. The Applicant has confirmed to the 
cancellation of claims 1-22 and 33. 

Election/ Restrictions 

2. Claims 23-32 allowable. Claim 34, previously withdrawn from consideration as a 
result of a restriction requirement, requires all the limitations of an allowable claim. 
Claim 34 is hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 
Applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is 
allowable in the present application, such claim may be subject to provisional 
statutory and /or nonstatutory double patenting rejections over the claims of the 
instant application. The provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In 
re Z/eg/er, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170 USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP S 
804.01. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
Applicant's arguments stated on pages 8-11 are persuasive. The prior art does not 
disclose or teach nor render obvious over "wherein said exposing of the first of said at 
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least two constituent sub-patterns and said exposing of the second of said at least two 
constituent sub-patterns combine said first and second sub-pattern images to produce 
a desired pattern on said target area of said substrate."
